divided according to t.. contract.

MUNICIPAL MATT ERS. 


NO FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS AS 
TO THE CITY FUNDS. 


No Plan of Action Outlined to Secure 
the Back Interest—Where 
Mr. Childress 
Stands. 


There were no new developments in the 
city money matter yesterday, beyond what 
has already been publishedin Tue Times, 
Several of the Councilmen were seep, but 
they said that they could not tell what ac- 
tion, if any, would be taken by them until 
after a consultation with the City Attorney, 
and they would then be governed by what 
he said. There was a general expression of 
relief that the transfer had been made, and 
it was feared that there might be some com- 
plication growing out of the matter, not 
there was any doubt about the ability of the 
City Bank to meet all demands that might 
be made upon it, but as it was known that 
they had to make a fightto maintain what 
they considered were their legal rights, and 
had expended something over a thousand 
dollars 18 in attorneys’ fees, etc., it was feared 
that they would contest the case before 
turning over the money to the Treasurer. 

President Childress of the City Bank, 
when asked about the matter, said that the 
bank did not intend to pay the interest un- 
less they were forced to do so by the courts. 
The city, he said, had violated the contract 
entered into with his bank, by refusin 
desposit the money there siuce the 2d of the 
month, and even now had no official notice 
that the contract had been declared null 
and void. The bank had paid the demand 
in full of the Treasurer, minus the interest, 
and did not intend to take any further 
legal steps in the premises. if any suit was 
commenced it would have to be by the city, 
and if the courts decided that the bank was 
liable for the interest it would be paid, but 
not otherwise. 

Treasurer Johnson is quietly ounieind: in- 
structions from the Council as to what 
course to pursue. His books are in perfect 
shape,_ready for inspection at any time, 
and any apparent deficit on the interest ac- 
count shows for itself. He says he does 
pot feel called upon to commence apy suit 
against the City Bank for any back interest, 
or to go toany expense in the case, as he. 
merely carried out the instructions of the 
Council, and if there is avy trouble they 
will have to settle it.

THREE IN JAIL. 


Clever Work by Sheriff Gibson and 
Deputy Russell. 

eSheriff Gibson and Deputy Russell have 
just closed up a clever piece of detective 
work, which will probably have the effect 
of putting a stop to any further robberies of 
Southern Pacific cars, for the simple reason 
that it is now believed that all the members 
of the gang are safely behind the bars. 

The arrest of H. F. Parkins, the . leader 
and “fence” of the gang, was published in 
THE TIMES a day or two ago, together with 
an account of how some of the stolen prop- 
erty was found concealed in his house, and 
also two sets of stolen harness.

as his share. e then told his tools how 
they could break into the cars at the San 
Fernando-street yard, and when passing his 
honse throw out the goods, when he would 
take care of them until such time as 
could be sold.

More Washouts and Belated 
Passenger Trains. 


The Rapid Transit in the Hands of 
a Recelver—Commuters and 
the Rallroads—General 

Notes. 


Another bad washout occurred on the 
Southern Pacific near Gila Bend. In conse- 
quence of the break in the roadway the train 
aue here at 10 o’clock Thursday night could 
not come through but was consolidated with 
last night’s train. lt was expected that the 
break would be repaired by the time the 
west-bound train, leaving here yesterday af- 
ternoon, reached the point. These washouts 
are not serious, inasmuch as the damage 
caused by them has as yet been confined 
wholly to the roadbed and baliasting, but 


the delay of trains is extremely irritating to 


travelers and the railroad people alike. 
There is so much uncertainty about the lo- 
calitigs likely to be visited by these terrific 
downfalls of rain that no adequate protec- 
tion cau be provided against them. Em- 
bankments and ditches, forming dams and 
outlets for the water, have been made at 


points along the road where past 
experience has indicated their de- 
Sirability, but every subsequent cloud- 


burst chooses some pew and vulnerable 
point for creating havoc. The fact that 
these rains or cloudbursts come so suddenly 
and wash away or undercut great sections 
of apparentiy solid roadbed in an incredibly 
short time, and at unexpected places, makes 
the running of fast passenger trains very 
dangerous. Under these circumstances 
trains are run slowly and an extra vigilant 
a is maintained to guard against acci- 
ep 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC AND TRAINMEN. 

It is thought now that a settiement of 
Southern Pacific trainmen’s grievances is in 
sight. S. E. Wilkinson, grand master of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen has 
arrived in San Francisco in answer toa 
summons from the Grievance Committee 
aud has undertaken to settle the differences 
between the men and the company. Upon 
his arrival he found that the trouble was 
more serious than he bad expeeted and no 
conference with officials has yet been held 
or will be until he has investigated the con- 
dition of affairs. Grand Master Howard, 
of the Brotherhood of Kailway Conductors 
is expected to arrive and codperate with 
Grand Master Wilkinson in attempting the 
adjustment of thedifficuity. It is expected 
that a conference will be held next week 
between the railroad officials and the chiefs 
of the two labor oranizations, but as yet 
the promises of an early agreement ema- 
nates from the latter alone. It is probabie 
if the trainmens’ representatives are pre- 


pared to yield a point or two, sume satis- 


factory arrangement will be effected. 
THAT COMMUTATION MATTER. 

It is hard to tell which point the Pasa- 
dena commuters most object to in the pres- 
ent disagreement with the Santa Fé and 
Terminal railways—the increase of the 
price of sixty-ride monthly commutation 
tickets from €5 to $7, or the limitation of 
round-trip tickets to one day. For those’ 
who buy the commutation tickets the for- 


mer is the most objectionable, and for 


others who do not have occasion to ride 
sixty times a month, the limitation of the 
cheap-rate round-trip tiekets is a vital aues- 
tion. It appears that in accepting the 
right-of-way into Pasadena the Terminal 
company agreed to maintain a regular rate 
of cents for a one-way trip and 25 cents 
tor a ee passage between Pasadena 
and Los Angeles, the question of a coummn- 
tation rate not being mentioned in the con- 
tract. Officials of the failroad say that no 
attempt has been made to change the rates 
agreed upon, but claim the right to change 
the limit of the tickets at will. The,.com- 
muters charge the road with unfair treat- 
ment, and in an appeal to the State Rail- 
road Commission they look for relief. It is 
understood that the railroads will not yield 
until they are compelled to, and the patrons 
of the road will do their utterthost to bring 
about a restoration ot the old order of 
things—commutation tickets at $5 a month, 
and ublimited round-trip tickets for 25 
cents. 
RECEIVER FOR THE RAPID TRANSIT. .

A LOCAL WEATHER PROPHET. 


‘Let's talk about the weather!” Geo, 
Ii. Peck, of El Monte, has issued a 
pamphlet containing weather proba- 
bilities “According to the Herschel 
Rule,” from January 1, 1891, to 
January 1, 1892, for California, 
and especially Los Angeles county. 
The pamphlet is dated January 
ist atid was therefore, we pre- 
sume, published not later than that 
date. For this month, Mr. Peck pre- 
dicts rain about fromthe 15th to the 
28rd, and between the 23rd and 28th. 
Mr. Peck also predicts more or less 
rain for every month in 1891, especi- 


allots no less than four rainstorms, As 
in the case of most prophecies, there 
is a reservation. “Rains will. come 
about the time indicated, unless there 
be winds to blow off the clouds.’’ 

Noting the increase which has taken 
place in the average rainofail of Los An- 


| geles county, from 15 to over 20 inches, 


Mr. Peck indulges in some interesting 
reflections. He attributes the _ in- 
crease to two causes—the advent of 
so many railroads andthe growing of 
80 many tall forest trees, like the euca- 
lyptus, Insupport of the latter theory, 
he mentions that twenty-two years 
ago there was one solitary tree on the 
plains where he lives, whereas now 
there are 20,000, and the local rainfall 
has, in that period, increased 50 per 
ceut. The rainy seasons are begin- 
ning earlier and last longer. Asa 
further consequence of so much tree 
cultivation, Mr. Peck thinks that the 
condensing force of the atmosphere 
may be so added: to that rain may 
come in the summer months. 

There is without doubt much foun- 
dation for this theory. A remarkable 
instance was furnished in Egypt, 
where rain was entirely unknown pre- 
vious to. the construction of the Suez 
Canal and the planting of trees along- 
side, since which time there have been 
frequent showers. There is little 


forest and orchard treés on the form- 
erly arid plains of Southern California 
has tended to increase the rainfall. 
Astothe influence of railroads on 
the weather, Mr. Peck says: 

A writer in a San Francisco journal over 
thirty years ago, predicted that owing to 
railroads, Lowa and other states in mid-con- 
tinent would become cyclone and tornado 
centers. It is estimated that over 300,000 
engines in the United States are constantly 
throwing off steam, It would be most sin- 
guiar if this and the constant displacement 
of atmosphere by overa million of cars, 
added to the electricity caused by the rapid 
and heavy contact of the wheels and steel 
rails, did not have a marked influence on 
our climate. Add to this telegraph, tele- 
phone and electric light wiresand plants 
and this increase of electricity is further 
exaggerated. . 

This iocal prophet appears to have 
made his weather knowledge pay. He 
claims that the Herschel theory per- 
mits a forecast forthe year, which is 
just what the farmer requires, while 
the Signal Service gives only the im- 
mediate future of the weather. He 
claims that, owing to having regulated 
his farm work—and sometimes its 
methods—by it, he has only failed once. 
in twenty-two years to make a good 
cereal crop annually, and has never 
lost a bay crop bv undue exposure. If 
this is true, Mr. Peck’s system deserves 
the fullest investigation and, if sup- 
ported by facts, the widest publicity. 
Weather knowldge is more than a fad 
in a section like this. It involves the 
gain or loss of millions of dollars every 
year by the tillers of the soil. 


STANFORD’S SCHEME SEVERELY 
SCORED. 


Further details of the adverse re- 
port unanimously made by the Senate 
Committee on Finance on Stanford’s 
lend joan bill show thatit was even 
mere caustic and severe than was sup- 
posed from earlier reports. It is de- 
clared unconstitutional and imprac- 
ticable, and capable of leading to ex- 
tremely dangerous speculation, en- 
grafting in the minds of young men, 
and older ones, for that matter, un- 
wholesome ideas as to the use of money 
aud bow to make it. The committee 
declares that Mr. Stanford’s idea is 
not a new one, and that whenever it 
has been tried it has resulted disas- 
trously. . 

The committee then goes on to say 
that the bill.is plainly founded on the 
principles set forth by the notorious 
Jobn Law more than a century ago, 
and a brief history of the malodorous 
Mississippi scheme concocted by Law 
in 1717 in Paris is given. Reference is 
made to the old Continental paper 
money of 1780, which Washington and 
Adams tried unsucceésfully to keep up 
to within a reasonable distance of par, 
and of which £50,000 was necessary to 
buy a pair of boots. Further along the 
financial policy of the Argentine Re- 
public, with its disastrous results, is 
exposed. This scheme, begun in 1866, 
the committee asserts, consisted solely 


rot loans on the hypothecation of real 


estate. All these schemes, it is 
charged, are analogous to Mr. Stan- 
ford’s bill. 

Attention is directed to the fact that 
the bill contemplates, by reason of its 
great scope, covering every acre of 
ground jin every county in the United 
States, the setting up of a cumbersome 
piece of machinery requiring tliou- 
sands of employés to keep itin trim in 
Washington. The Land Loau Bureau 
would be much larger than the State, 
Army and Navy Departments com- 
bined.

FORCE A’ FAILURE. 


Liquor. 


THE CONSUMPTION INCREASING 


Internal Revenue Receipts From 
Liquors Steadily Climbing Up- 
ward—The Remedy Lie 
in Moral Suasion, 


If prohibition and local option did 
really prohibit, says the Oakland 
Times, one would suppose that the 
quantity of spiritu ous, fermented and 
brewed liquors manufactured and 
used in the country would be somewhat 
diminished by them. Considering how 
many of the States have adopted such 
laws in one form or another, and ac- 
cepting the declaration of their advyo- 
cates that though not perfectly ef- 
fective, they are on the whole as well 
enforced as other criminal laws, the 
natural, inference would be that the 
traffic is being lessened—slo wly per- 
haps, but surely.

Diminish the 
demand and the supply will diminish 
accordingly. Persuade 100,000 men to 
diminish their drink rations one-half, 
which would no doubt be greatly to 
their advantage, and 100,000 more 
to knock off drinking altogether, on 
the ground that they can’t or won’t 
drink temperately if they drink at all, 
and the supply will diminish, because 
the demand is not 80 great—make ita 
million of each; iastead of 100,000, and 
the falling offin the supply will be ten 
times as great, as the internal revenue 
receipts would surely show. This is 
the only possible way to effect the de- 
sired object. The Prohibitionists say 
they have tried the moral suasion 
method andift bas done some good, 
but it is too slow and tedious. We are 
tired to death, they declare, of being 
scavengers for the liquor dealers, of 
setting intemperate men up on their 
pins for the saloon men to knock down 
again. But, judging from the revenue 
statistics, is force, legal suasion, more 
effective than moral suasion? 

By no means. 

Mahomet began his career as a true 
reformer, using only reason and per- 
suaston tomake converts. But, after 
meeting with afair measure of suc- 
cess, he became impatient and ambi- 
tious of speedy triumph and was per- 
suaded to adopt the sword as an in- 
strument of conversion.

MOST FATAL HOURS. 


Times of Day When Death Is Most 
Likely to Occur. 

“Have the hours most fatal to life 
ever been ascertained?’’ was the ques- 
tion most recently asked of a promi- 
nent Philadelphia physician by a Pitts- 
burgh Post reporter. 

“Yes, toa certain extent,’’ was his 
reply, “I have the date here of some 
very interesting conclusions ascer- 
tained in 2880 instances of death at all 
ages, The examples are taken from 
all conditions of life and during a 
period of several years. If the deaths 
of these 2880 had occurred indifferently 
at any hour during the twenty-four, 
120 would Bave occurred each bour, but 
this was by no means 
There are’ two hours in which the 
proportion was remarkably below this 
—two minima, as it were—namely, 
from midnight to 1 o’clock when 
the deaths were 81 percent below the 
average, and from noon to 1 o’clock, 
when they were 203 per cent below. 
From 3 to 6 o’clock in the morning in- 
clusive and from 3 to7 in the evening 
there 18 @ gradual increase, in the 
former of 234 per cent above the 
average, in the latter of 5} per cent. 
The maximum of death is trom 5 to 6 
o’clock in the morning, when it is 40 
per cent above the average; the next, 
during the hour before midnight, when 
itis 25 per cent in excess. <A _ third 
hour of excess is that from 9 o’clock to 


being 174 per cent above the average. 
From 10 o’clock in the morning to 3 
o’clock in the evening the deaths are 
less numerous, being 164 per cent be- 
low the average, the hour before noon 
being the most fatal. From 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon to 6 o’clock in the 
evening the death-rate rises 5 per cent 
above the average and then falls from 
that hour untilll o’clock in the even- 
ing, when it averages 6} below the 
mean. During the hours from 9 to 1l 
o’clock 1n the evening there is a mini- 
mum of 6} below theaverage. Thus it 
will be seen that the greatest mortality 
is during the hours from 3 to6 o’clock 
in the morning, the midday hours, from 
10 to 3 o’clock, furnishing the least 
average hourly death-rate.”’

Blanche made hima slight favorite 
in the betting, but the Marine’s 
well-known rushing powers and ability 
to stand punishment sufficed to make 
the betting light.

LaBlanche entered the ring at 9:10 
and Mitchell followed a moment later. 
LaBlanche appeared mucb more finely 


At 9:23 time was called. 

LaBlahche took the center of the 
ring, while Mitchell feinted around 
him. The men finally came lightly 
together inaclinch, Mitchell’s right 
falling on the. ribs. Mitchell again 
led and was stopped by a right on the 
mouth, In bis lead itchell slipped 
around the Marine’s neck and both 
webt to the floor. 

Second round—The Marine rushed 
Mitchell to the ropes. ‘The latter 
cleverly ducked a wicked swing and 
twice landed on the Marine’s ribs 
causing him to reel. Mitcheil found 
no difficulty in stopping the Marine 
and landing heavily. 

Third round — Mitcheli countered 
with his left on the ear, but caught a 
stunner on the chest. LaBlanche 
rushed, but Mitchell ducked and lifted 
him from the floor. LaBlanche caught 
a good right bunder onthe jaw as he 


near being badly uppercut. His at- 
tempts to play groggy were jeered by 
the spectators. 

Fourth round—La Blanche’s blows 
seemed ineffective, and his swings 
were coolly dodged by his opponent.

Cries uf ‘‘Foul!’’ were made 
several times by friends of the men. 

Seventh round—The referée cau- 
tioned Mitchell to stand and fight. 
Some good counters followed. Mitch- 
ell caught the Marinea right-hander 
on the nose, sending him to the floor. 
LaBlanche seemed pleased, and dodged 
and clinched with Mitchell with one or 
two good stops, and bade fair to wind 
him. Near the end of the round 
Mitchell went down from a light tap. 

Eighth round—Mitchell found the 
Marine’s mouth with his left hand, 
which was the only good blow of the 
round. | 

Ninth round—Mitchell grazed the 
Marine’s cheek with his right, and the 
Marine dropped to the floor. The lat- 
ter endeavored to getin his right sev- 
eral times, but failed each time. 

Tenth round—Mitchell’s stops were 
too much for the Marine’s rushes and 
a punch fullin the chest sent him to 
the floor. 

Eleventh round—The men warmed 
up to work in this round andthe ex- 
chauge of blows was more even. 

Twelfth round—About the middle of 
the round, afew biows having been 
struck, after a little fiddling by La 
Blanche, Mitchell in stopping a lead of 
the Marine, hit him lightly with his 
left on the jaw.
